The Instrument Used for Writing Refure 
These Were lavented. 


The chisel was employed for inacrib- 
ing on stone, wood or metal. It was 
so sharpened as to suit the material 
operated upon, and waa dexterously 
handled by all early artista. The style, 
& sharp-pointed instrument of metal, 
ivory, or bone, was used for writing on 
wax tablets. The style was unsuit 
able for holding a fluid, hence a 
spec'es of reed was employed for 
wriling on parchments. These styles 
and reeds were carefully kept in cases, 
and the writers had a sponge, knife, 
and pumice stoue, compasses for meas 
uring, scissors for cutting, a puncheon 
to point out the beginning and the end 
of each line, a rule to draw and divide 
the lines into columns, a glass contain- 
ing sand, and another with writing- 
fluid. These were the chiefimplements 
used for centuries to register facts and 


beautiful 


events. Reeds continued to be used 
till the eighth century, though quills 


were known in the middle of the 
seventh, The earliest author who uses 
tle word penna for a writing-pen is 
Isidorns, who lived in that century, and 


toward the end of it a Latin 
sonnet "Lo a Peo"! was written 
by an Anglo-Saxon. But though 


quills were known at this period, they 
came into general use very slowly, for 
jo 1443 apresent of a bindle of qa lis 
Was seut from Venice by a monk with 
a letter in wheh be says: ‘Show this 
bundle to Brother Nicholas, that he 
tuay choose a quill.” The only other 
material to which we refer is ink. the 
composition and colors of whieh a 
various. The black was made of burat 
ivory and liquor of the cuttle-tish, We 
are nol prepared to say what other in 
gredcata were used or how it was 
manulactared, but these ancient manu- 
scripts prove that the ink was of a su- 
peror deseription Red, purple, silver 
and pold inks were alsoused.
